Prlsse, one of Lho treasured possessions 
lof tho gi'eat National library in Paris, 


i This document was found by PrisnO iu a 
itomb in Tiicbc^, whtcii eout.'Uiied ,'L!FO a 
mummy of tlio first Thcb.iu dynasty. This 
'ciruumstanco alono shows that the book 
certainly dafjs hack 125 centuries bo.'oro 
Christ, and au uzamiuatlon shows that it 
really belongs to a much earlier use- 
namely, tho ;i:r.e of King Assa. Tho title 
roads. "Injunctions of. tho Preface Ptah- 
Hotep, \Tlio Lived In the Timo of Assa, the 
King of tha North and tho South." 


Chronology places this Assa at about 


.1350 B. C., sud to Ibis age it would then 
soeiu that thjfc book bL-Iongs. It is divided 
into 44 chapters aud is written in hieratic 
rhythmic language. It directs Its words to 
tbo higher cl.isses and contains fur these u 
scries of maxims and sayings. It advises 
those in authority to show hi all their do- 
ings tho characteristics of a perfect man. 


The idual of tho high official should be 


wisdom and science, and these guides he 
should heed.
